TRIP TO MOBILE, ALABAMA OH May 5, 1967 THRU May 7, 196 7, 


1 travelle<l to Mobile, Alabama to talk to Mr. Art 
Keeney who is the Hews Director of Radio Station WKRG, Mobile, 
Alabama, 162 st, Louis Street, Mr, Keeney had had several con- 
versations with me over the telephone and was trying to run down 
some leads for me in the Mobile area, Mr. Keeney had arranged an 
interview for me with sgt, McKeough of the Mobile police Depart- 
ment, 


on August 11, 1963, Sgt, McKeough had arrested one 
JAMES ARVILLE HAWKINS of Baltimore, Maryland, while HAWKIHS was 
in the Mobile area after spending 3 weeks in New Orleans, It 
seems that HAWKINS had been boasting around the Baltimore area 
that he was on hia way to Hew Orleans to attend a meeting which 
would lead to the assassination of John F, Kennedy. The FBI and 
Secret Service were well aware of Mr, HAWKINS' statements and it 
was as a result of their information that HAWKINS was finally 
arrested in the Mobile area, McKeough informed me that after 
HAWKINS was arrested he was escorted back to Baltimore, Maryland 
and turned over to the Federal Authorities. The person who 
actually arrested HAWKIHS was a Secret Service Agent by the name 
of GUTHRIE. Mr. Keeney informed me that the Federal Authorities 
have a complete file on this arrest and on this personas activi- 
ties in the Mobile and New Orleans areas and that the person who 
mentioned this file to him was a Mr, STANLEY FOUNTAIN the U. S. 
Marshal in Mobile. There seems to be some discrepancy between 
GUTHRIE and FOUNTAIN as to whether or not the file is still in 
existence, or whether or not it has already been destroyed, 
HAWKIHS told Mg eough while they were riding in the car back to 
Baltimore that he had made the trip to Louisiana to assassinate 
the President. He said that he had spent 3 weeks in New Orleans 
working in a bar and was on his way back to Baltimore when he was 
arrested. He did not elaborate on who he worked for or on any of 
the people he met or associated with. HA^INS told McKeough that 
he had been hospitalized before for some psychiatric disorder, 
HAWKINS continually boasted on the way back to Baltimore that he 
would still help carry out the assassination of the president. 
McKeough suggested that we try and get the file from the FBI 
concerning this man. 

After talking to McKeough, I then went to the 
salvation Army and talked to Mr. LACKIE who is the Clerk for the 
Salvation Army, 1 was interested in checking the veracity of a 
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tap^ which said that OSWATJ> spent some time in the Salvation Army 
in Mobile, Mr* lackie informed me that his records only went 
back to the beginning of 1967, but that Major WALKER of the 
Salvation Army may have the records of the people who registered 
at the Salvation Army in 1963* LACKIE also told me that if any 
money were loaned to any person staying at the salvation Army it 
would have to come through the Travelers Aid Bureau which is a 
member of the United Fund. Mr, Keeney advised me that he would 
contact Major WALKER the following Monday and also contact the 
Travelers Aid Bureau and try to ascertain from their records 
whether or not OSWALD actually stayed at the salvation Army or 
borrowed some money from the Travelers Aid Bureau* 

I then inquired about the possibility of CLAY SHAW 
having made a speech at Spring Hill College* Mr. Keeney advised 
me that he had read in the Birmingham News that CLAY SHAW had 
made a speech at Spring Flill College approjcimately 30 to 60 days 
after OSWALD spoke there. Mr. Keeney said that he would contact 
the Birmingham newspaper and send us copies of that particular 
article and would also inquire as to who arranged for SHAW to 
apeak there* He said he would also ask Father william J. Rimes, 
president of Spring Hill college, who arranged for SHAW to speak 
there. Keeney said that so far he has not been able to find one 
person who attended OSWALD'S speech at Spring Hill College. 

Mr. Keeney also told me that a Mr. WALTER C- CLEWIS, 
who was a friend of JACK RUBY in Dallas, was now the Manager of 
the Municipal Auditorium in Mobile, Alabama, and that he (Keeney) 
would try and arrange an interview for me with CLEWIS. As of 
7;Q0 p.M. Saturday evening, Mr. CLEWIS had not returned from out- 
of-town, Mr. Keeney said that he would personally conduct a 
taped interview with CLEWIS and send the tape to ua* His 
primary questions would be in the area of whether or not RUBY 
had spent any time at all in the Mobile area. Mr. Keeney then 
informed me that he would also check into the associates of 
HASKELL JOHNSON, C, J. HOLMAN and PETER J* CORLICH. Mr. Keeney 
said that if ROBY spent any time tn the Mobile area he would have 
had to contact one of these three individuals as they are known 
as the '^vice Kings" of Mobile, Alabama, and trade quite heavily 
in the field of prostitution and other vicea. 

Mr. Keeney also informed me that he has checked 
through the records for possible photographs of individuals who 
were arrested for distributing leaflets in front of Walgreen 's 
Drug Store in Mobile, Alabama around March, April or May of 1963, 
He said that he did not notice anyone in the pictures who might 
be lee HARVEY OSWALD, Mr. Keeney contacted the Mobile police 
and asked them to send me their files on the individuals who were 
arrested in this connection. It has been approximately 2 weeks 
since my request but I have not received the files to date. I 
understand that Major BOTTA, Captain LAMIE or Captain McLAiN 
would have to give their approval before the files are released 
to us ,

I contacted MR. KEENEY on April 25, 1967, in response 
to a letter that he had written to me. MR. KEENEY said that 
around September of 1963 the Mobile Police station a t^ip 
rhar a man from . M aryland, was driving do yn 

Orleans to attend a meeti ng which had to do something w ith - 
^assassinating the President . The ind ^v^Hna^ wag in^ fi^epted hii . — 
^he MODiie police Department and escorted all t h^ way bar.k to 
Baltimore by them. One of the iihe 

individual~back is a Sgt. MrKEQll GH who ia a veteran of twenty 
3^ars oh the Mobile Pblice Forc^ MR. KEE NEY said that SGT. 
McKEOUGH jwar^ ed to contact us a¥ this may oe helpful to us in ^ ur 
investigation but wan ts to remain complete ly anonymous as the 
~ Mobil^ Police Force has told him keep rhe incldenr quiet. 

MR. KEENEY said that he would trv to work o ut some grraruyAmoni- 
for me to talk with sat, mckequg h. 

On May 3, 1967, MR. KEENEY called me and informed me 
that the FBI was also involved in this interception and that 
the Mobile Police has turned the file over to them. MR. STANLEY 
FOUNTAIN, Assistant U. S. Marshal, is now in possession of the 
file and MR. KEENEY said that he has asked him to locate it 
because we were interested in the file. MR. FOUNTAIN said that 
he would do so. 

MR. KEENEY also said that one of the picketers who 
picketed the Mobile area and distributed intergration type 
leaflets was named SMITH. He said that he would try to get the 
names of the other individuals who were arrested with SMITH. 

He said that SMITH now lives in Lucedale, Mississippi, and runs 
a general store there. MR. KEENEY says that SMITH has a reputa- 
tion for being a big gun and rifle enthusiast and is noted for 
his outspoken Marxist's beliefs. MR. KEENEY also tdld me that 
there is a friend of JACK RUBY who lives in Mobile by the name 
of WALTER c. CLEWIS. He pointed out that it may be a good idea 
to talk with him. He said that he would try to arrange an 
interview with him for me. 

MR. KEENEY also said that there was a mysterious murder 
in Mobile in April of 1965. The person who was murdered was 
named WALDRUP and he was working for the Associated Press and 
had made many trips to the New Orleans area. He said that he 
did not know if WALDRUP was working on this investigation but it 
may be well to look into this situation. He said that there is 
only one file on this murder and it is locked in the personal 
safe of the Mobile Police Department. MR. KEENEY said that he 
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has also been trying to locate some people who may have been 
present when LEE HARVEY OSWALD spoke at Springhill College but 
so far he has been unable to find anyone who will admit that they 
was present at the speech. 

On May 4, 1967, MR. KEENEY called me and told me that 
the name of the person arrested in Mobile by the Secret Service 
is JAMES ARVILLE HAWKINS.

CHARLES RIVET, Secretary of the New Orleans Bar 
Association, was in to see me this day with the following 
information. He stated that he had been told that LEE HARVEY 
OSWALD spent some time at the Jesuit House of Studies in Mobile, 
Alabamsv upon his return from Russia. He further stated that he 
had been told that CLAY SHAW made a speech in Mobile, Alabama. 

He did not have any information as to whether or not both subjects 
were in Mobile, Alabaros^ at the same time but thought that we might 
wish to check on this information and suggested that the Chamber 
of Commerce at Mobile might know when SHAW made a speach in Mobile 
and the official at the Jesuit House of Studies might know when 
OSWALD visited there.
